The Communist Index (CI) was desfgried to represent a 
list of individuals who should, in the light hf ever" changing 
conditions, be continually borne in mind with a view toward 
possible investigation under the Security Index (SI) program. Bulet 
10"2'-58 issued instructions to the field to re-examine cases of 
individuals ushose names are included in the CI, the re- examination to be 
conducted in equal monthly installments over a 12-month period* 

The' field was required to submit quarterly reports concerning 
progress being made* 

Final reports have now been received from the field in 
connection with this program. Such reports have been reviewed and 
they show that the following statistical results were achieved during 
tJie year that the program was in effect: 

1) The names of 120 individuals were added to the SI based on_ 
investigations conducted in. the prog ramm 

2) Initiation of the development of 28 security informants or 
potential security informants was accomplished. 

3) 249 individuals were found to be employed in key facilities 
ctnd/or sensitive positions, requiring additional investigation 
or disse^inatioTi en our pert.. 

In addition l>o the statistical results set out above, other 
advantages have resulted from the program. Each case opened resulted, 
cs a minimum, in the obtcininQ of current residence arA employment 
date, t?iu€ tringznzi up zo date our irj'ormation concerning the subject. 
It was found that a considerable number of the individuals on the 
CI had changed either residence or employment and, therefore, as a 
result of the program, our iriformaiion concerning them is in a much 
more nearly current state.
